Her care isnot toliue well, 
but to /ooke well. And yetit ſhee live well, ſhe'ill gine you leaue tochide her,ifſhe looke ill.Sheſo affz&ts the ticles oi liuſtrio5es and cracious,that the carries them alwaies i» print 
about her. Her a-aoination is ener ſtirring,and keepes her mind in continuall motion,as fire doth the pota playing,or as rhe werehts do the zacke in herkitchin, Her deuiſes follow 

an! of hich ſhe driues out another,as boies doe pellers
